Golden Jubilee | 


Hon. C. E. Gerhart, chairman 
of the Golden Jubilee Cabinet has.! 
announced that the government 
and his committee had approved 
a comprehensive plan for Al- 
berta’s Golden’ Jubilee celebra- 
tions. The plan !ias been prepared 
by a working committee of te 
Deputy Minister of Economic 
Affairs set up to organize and 
assist Jubilee observances in the 
province, 

The plan includes presntation 
of illuminated scrolls to senior 
Alberta citizens who were living 
in Alberta during 1905 and are 
Afberta residents during 1955, 
and the presentation of engraved 
silver spoons to all babies born 
in Alberta on Sept, 1st, 1955, 
Jubilee Day. A suitable presen- 
tation will be made to all those 
married in Alberta that day. 

Two mobile caravans are to be 
purchased to carry. and exhibit 
Golden Jubilee displays, The car- 
avans, which will be equipped 
with facilities for tite projection 
of motion pictures will tour Al- 
berta towns, villages and muni- 
cipalities from June to Septem- 
ber as part of local Jubilee pro-

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General agricultural outlook 
‘more reassuring for 1955 


The present international economic outlook as seen by the 
annual Agricultural Conference held in Ottawa, is more reassuring 
in a number of respects than it was a year ago. Business activity in 
North America, although somewhat below the high level of 1953, is 
now stable or slightly rising and in the United Kingdom, most of 
Western Europe and some Commowealth countries, an expansion of 
employment and output is under way. 

Over-all world trade continues at a high level, and in general, 
the foreign exchange position of overseas countries is stronger 
than at any time since the war, There seems little 01 no reason to 
expect a reversal in the substantial progress which has been made 
in the removal of import restrictions against dollar goods. The import 
of agricultural products is still restricted to some extent however, 
by controls remaining in effect in the important United Kingdom and 
United States markets, Large surplus disposal programs are also 
being initiated in the United States, and the manner in which these 
programs are carried out could influence the regular flow of 
agricultural trade. 

World agricultural production has increased in recent years by 
nearly three percent annually, compared with an increase in popu- 
lation of 1.5 percent, The, pressure for increased production has 
thus become less pronounced, though the gains in production have 
not always ‘been in the regions where requirements were greatest. 
Surpluses have emerged for some commodities, but in many areas 
the strong drive for national self-sufficiency is continuing. 

Economic conditions in Canada have shown a slight improve- 
ment during the last half of 1954 over the first part of the year. 
This improvement is expected to continue in 1955. Combined govern- 
ment expenditures (Federal, Provincial and Municipal) are likeiy to 
remain about the same as in 1954, Capital investment is likely to 
remain high. Per capita income levels should be sustained. The 
declining trend in Canadian exports appears to have ended. Condi- 
tions now prevailing in the world wheat market suggest some 
increase in sales. New basic material development will make ayail- 
able for export increased volumes of iron ore and aluminum. Markets 
for base metals and forest products are expected to remain firm. 

Prospects for the sales of agricultural products in 1955 are good. 
Sustained consumer incomes per capita should increase food con- 
sumption in Canada and the agricultural export situation should 
improve, ‘aed 

It is probable that farmers’ cash receipts in 1955 may be some- 
what higher than in 1954. A large part of the 1954-55 western 
wheat deliveries will likely take place during the first sevefi months 
of 1955. This, together with fall deliveries above the record low- 
level deliveries of the 1954 fall season, would raise the returns from 
this source next year, Present indications suggest there will be no 

* significant change in livestock cash receipts during 1955. Increased 
marketings are likely to offset any prospective price declines, income 
from other products is expected to remain at or about the 1954 level. 

In 1955, farm net income is expected to be about the same as 
that of 1954, Farm operating expenses are not likely to vary signi- 
ficantly from those of 1954. On the basis of an average crop, 
estimated higher deliveries and smaller carryover stocks at July 31, 
1955, farm inventories of grain at the end of 1955 will be below the 
1954 year-end levels. This continuing decrease in year-end farm 
inventories of grain would, however, be offset by the expected gain 


in cash income,

Manitoba's Crop Insurance Com- 
mittee held its first series of rural 
hearings December 13 to 15 at 
Dauphin, Swan River and Shoal 
Lake. Farmers attending the first 
three. days’ hearings voiced dis- 
satisfaction with assistance re- 
ceived under the Prairie Farm As- 
sistance Act. 

Their grievances were threefold. 
The three areas concerned are 
high yield areas seldom likely to 
qualify for aid under PFAA. Also, 
as PFAA was set up to meet 
drought disasters, it fails to meet 
the problem of flooding which is 
the concern of northern farmers. 

Many of the districts which 
have suffered most severely from 
flood again fail to qualify for aid 
because the areas concerned are 
too small or irregular under the 
18 section-per-township block re-

Keen interest in establishing 
some other kind of crop insurance 
revealed that farmers generally 
were prepared to carry costs of 
such insurance.

Wild bee worth its weight — 
in gold, says insect expert 


What is a wild bee worth? That depends on the bee and 
the work it does. One species particularly is proving ex- 
tremely valuable. ‘Worth its weight in gold’’ is the verdict 
of Dr. G. A. Hobbs, Entomologist in charge of forage insect 
investigations at the Science Service Field Crop'Insect Lab- 


oratory, Lethbridge. 


In southern Alberta, the bee in 
question is one of the most im- 
portant alfalfa pollinators, It is 
one of tha leaf-cutters—a ground- 
nesting bee that burrows into the 
soil of the native prairie and lines 
the burrow with leaf sections care- 
fully cut from growing shrubs, 
Chokecherry is the usual source 
of these cuttings. In the cells thus 
prepared, this leaf-cutter stores 
supplies of pollen and honey, lays 
an egg.in each cell, caps the cells 
and proceeds to prepare other 
nests. 


as food for the growing larvae 
that this leaf-cutter bee performs 
its most useful service, ‘Alfalfa is 
a favorite source of pollen. As the 
insect trips the bloom, pollination 
occurs and the seed setting pro- 
cess is initiated. Just how much 
alfalfa seed one bee can set is 
indicated in results of a study re- 
cently completed by Dr. Hobbs. 
Close observation and careful 
calculation have been the essence 
of this project. For five successive 
seasons the facts have been gath- 
ered—facts pertaining not only to 
alfalfa seed set but to the whole 
life history of the insect. Some of 
the things recorded were the num- 
ber of seeds per flower tripped, 
the number of flowers visited to 
obtain a load of pollen, the num- 
ber of loads required to provision 
a cell, and the number of cells 
completed in a lifetime.

over 70 per cent of its debt at 
any ‘time after 1954. 

Under the debt reorganization 
program of 1945, retirement of 
the debt had been planned by 1980 
but oil revenues made this goal 
possible many years earlier than 
expected. 


Althoyzh total payment of the 
provincial debt is possible after 
SMe ist, 1960, the Alberta Gov- 
ornment has considered that the 
interests of the public would be 
3erved better by the investment 
vf surplus funds in low-interest 
loans to tinance urgent munici- 
cipal capital ‘expenditures. 

The Alberta government’s muni- 
cipal assistance program is in- 
tended to allow municipal rate- 
payers to share in the benefits 
from the development of provin- 
cial natural resources. 

During tiie past five years, di- 
rect ants and indirect finan- 
zal aid to Alberta municipalities 
total, $168,872,000. Assistance 
through low interest loans qur- 
ing this same period totalled an 
extra $109,955,000. This grand 
total of municipal assistance a- 
moninys to $278 '827,000. ; 

The program of financial as- 
sistance to municipalities is not 
intended to iweaken the indepen- 
lence and the financial  self-re- 
liance of local governments. These 
low-interest provincial (govern-

ment loans are beingi offered to 
help municipalities to attain a 
financial position which will elim- 
inate further large scale borrow- 
ing, reduce municipal taxation, 
and permit an orderly retirement 
of municipal debt. 

Tii2 material benefits of pro- 
vincial ‘sans to municipalities 
ure evident throughout the pro- 
vince. Local governments have 
used this source of financial as- 
sistance to provide such utilities 
us water and sewer systems, 
which ‘iave im roved the living 
standards of their residents ag 
well as providing valuable assets 
capable of producing’ long-term 
municipal revenue, 


Under the Rural  Electrifical 
Revolving Fund, loans are grant- 
ed to rural elect Vifical jssocias 
tions. In 1953 an amount of $10,- 
000,000 was provided to assist in 
{ia rural electrificalion program. 
As at October 31st, 283 loans of 
$7,676,597 had been made to 
these associations, The balance in 
the fund as of November 1st vas 
$2,823,403,
